-Summary of -plague 



Assistant Surgeon Moore reports, December 19, as follows: 

Week ended December 12, 1903: Five vessels, having an aggregate 
personnel of 588 crew and 637 passengers, were inspected; 155 steer- 
age passengers were bathed and their clothing was disinfected. 

For the above period contagious diseases were reported in Yokohama 
as follows: Enteric fever, 4 cases, no deaths; diphtheria, 10 cases, 1 
death. For a period of three weeks no new cases of plague have been 
reported in this city. 

The city of Nagasaki, where recently a threatening outbreak of 
cholera developed, is now regarded as a clean port. Press reports 
state that plague bacilli were discovered in the bodies of three rats in 
Tokyo on December 8. I am not aware, however, that any cases of 
human plague or cholera have occurred for several weeks past in 
Japan (excluding Formosa). 

A case of plague was reported as occurring in Formosa as lately as 
December 15, thus making the total in that island for the present year 
869 cases, with 702 deaths.

Africa — Lowrenco Marques. — Month of October, 1903. Estimated 
population, 7,000. Total number of deaths, 61, including 9 from 
tuberculosis. 

Sierra Leone. — Two weeks ended December 11, 1903. Estimated 
population, 40,000. Total number of deaths, 31. No contagious 
diseases. 

Canada — British Columbia — Vancouver. — Month of December, 
1903. Etimated population, 29,000. Number of deaths not reported. 
No deaths from contagious diseases reported. 

Quebec — Sherbrooke. — Month of December, 1903. Estimated popu- 
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lation, 12,000. Total number of deaths, 22. No contagious diseases 
reported. 

Chile — Antofogasta. — Month of November, 1903. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 16,000. Total number of deaths, 55, including smallpox 8, 
and 5 from tuberculosis. 

Germany — Hanover. — Month of October, 1903. Estimated popu- 
lation, 219,012. Total number of deaths, 271, including 18 from 
infectious diseases. 

Gibraltar. — Two weeks ended December 27, 1903. Estimated 
population, 27,160. Total number of deaths 27, including 1 from 
enteric fever. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended December 26, 
1903, correspond to an annual rate of 15.1 per 1,000 of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 15,075,011. 

London. — One thousand two hundred and four deaths were reg- 
istered during the week, including measles 10, scarlet fever 7, diph- 
theria 9, whooping cough 21, enteric fever 9, smallpox 1, and diarrhea 
15. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 13.6 
per 1,000. In Greater London 1,681 deaths were registered. In the 
"outer ring " the deaths included 6 from diphtheria, 5 from measles, 
1 from scarlet fever, and 4 from whooping cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended December 26, 1903, in the 21 princi- 
pal town districts of Ireland was 19.1 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,093,289. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Ballyinena, viz, 1.8, and the highest in Gaiway, viz, 35 per 1,000. 
In Dublin and suburbs 153 deaths were registered, including measles 
1, enteric fever 2, scarlet fever 1, whooping cough 3, and 10 from 
tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended December 26, 1903, correspond to an annual rate of 20.8 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,702,912. The 
lowest rate of mortality was recorded in Paisley, viz, 12, and the high- 
est in Dundee, viz, 24.9 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths 
registered from all causes was 680, including diphtheria 4, measles 25, 
scarlet fever 4, smallpox 4, and 16 from whooping cough. 

Japan — Nagasaki. — Ten days ended November 20, 1903. Estimated 
population, 148,883. Total number of deaths not reported. No deaths 
from contagious diseases reported. 

Malta. — Two weeks ended December 19, 1903. Estimated popu- 
lation, 193,315. Total number of deaths 182, including diphtheria 3, 
and 3 from enteric fever. 

St. Helena. — Three weeks ended December 12, 1903. Estimated 
population, 3,342. Total number of deaths 2, including 1 from tuber- 
culosis.
